CHAPTER, 69. 

AN ACT to prevent unauthorized purchases in behalf of the state. 

The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. The state superintendent of public prop-
erty under the direction and control of the governor, shall 
contract for and purchase all Nei, furniture, fixtures, car-
pets, or other article or thing required and to be used in 
and about the capitol or state offices, in the city of Madi-
son, for state purposes; Provided, that purchases of 
stationery by the superintendent of public property shall 
be in accordance with the provisions of section two of 
this act, and not otherwise. 

In addition to the stationery procured by the 
agent appointed by the governor, to purchase stationery, • 
the superintendent of public property is hereby author- 
ized to contract for and purchase such other stationery as
